The Ited Cross campaign of 1&20 
began November 2 and will continue 
until November 11, the first anniver¬ 
sary H f the Armifllice which ended 
hustiliticH in the greatest wiir of all 
history. 

The day after the Armiatiee, peo- 
pie began to ask what die Red Crown 
proposed Lo do next, assuming 1 that 
the Armistice concluded both Use war 
and i he Red Cross w ar program. Ex 
pc the nee lias enlightened us. Endings 
and beginnings are not so abrupt. For 
mouths after the Armistice, an ex¬ 
tensive war program was continued, 
and continues yet in diminishing pro- 
portions. 1920 will be a year of com¬ 
pletions and beginnings, terminating 
the old. developing the new. The form¬ 
er is chiefly a foreign operation, the 
latter a domestic undertaking. 

It is designed In concentrate the 
main strength of the American Red 
Gross in the future on the needs of 
the United Slates, The accomplish¬ 
ments of the past are a pledge to the 
future,

Have we no program of service 
with v, liieh to fill our empty hearts? 
He cannot am] must not lirdiwe it. 

J. The Rod Cross does not aspire 
to monopolize the task and privilege 
of finding the remedy for all our so¬ 
cial ills. It seeks to be the assistant 
rather than the chief, to supplement 
existing agencies, official and volun¬ 
teer, to stimulate activities where 
none exist. 

2. Government health officials 
have said repeatedly that they would 
carry oul any public health program 
with an organized Rod Gross person¬ 
nel to uiii :is agents of inspection and 
instruction. The War Risk Insurance 
Bureau has officially recognized the 
unique advantage of the Red Cross 
organization to assist in following up 
individual cases and dealing with in- 
iindividual soldiers’ ami sailors’ fam¬ 
ilies. 

For the purpose of making the Red 
Cross vision a reality, people nre more 
necessary than money, mid the Red 
Cross during the war revealed an nnex- 
am pled capacity for drawing people in¬ 
to comhined service. The people re¬ 
sponded because they were patriotic- 
Thc present summons to membership 
is still a call to pal riot ism. It is an im¬ 
perfect patriotism which remains 
lethargic until the bugle blows for 
war. He who intelligently loves his 
country in times of war 1 will persist¬ 
ently live for it in times of peace. 11’ u 
country is worth dying Tor, it is sure¬ 
ly worth living for. When the people 
shall have learned to sacrifice them¬ 
selves as readily on the altar of the 
commonwealth as rhey sacrifice them¬ 
selves on the altar of war. Uni world 
will be saved, and not until then. If 
you love your couni ry, if your fellow 
men are dear to you, if you believe in 
practical Christianity, lend the Red 
Cross a helping hand; DO IT NOW'!
